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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 8/1 5/2007 lias been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8/15/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive in view of the following 35 USC 112 first and second paragraph 
rejections based upon the claim amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-15, 17. 19, 20, and 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

All of the claims have been amended to claim an application programming 
interface that processes two-dimensional scene graph object commands or two- 
dimensional scene graph display commands while the specification describes an 
application programming interface that receives and processes scene graph display 
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commands 36a and 36b described at page 8 line 29 to page 9 line 17 or 166a. 166b, 
and 167 described at page 12 line 19 to page 13 line 7 or 2D scene graph display 
commands described at page 14 line 26 to page 16 line 2 and does not receive and 
process two-dimensional scene graph object commands. Thus, the originally filed 
specification does not convey applicant had possession of an application programming 
interface that processes two-dimensional scene graph object commands and does not 
convey that applicant had possession of an application programming interface that 
processes both two-dimensional scene graph object commands and two-dimensional 
scene graph display commands. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-15. 17, 19, 20, and 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 8: 

At line 7 "generating" of the two-dimensional scene graph object command is 
claimed while at lines 4-5 "processing" of the two-dimensional scene graph object 
command is claimed, however, generating and processing are different, thus, lines 4-5 
and 7 conflict with each other. The same applies to "generating" of the two-dimensional 
scene graph display command at line 19. 
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Lines 7-18 discuss two-dimensional scene grapli object command and the 
remainder of the claim discusses lines 19-25 two-dimensional scene graph display 
command. Due to alternative language at lines 5 and 6 one of two-dimensional scene 
graph object command and two-dimensional scene graph display command may NOT 
be processed which then causes a corresponding portion of claim not to have 
commands available to process from the application programming interface, thus, lines 
7-18 and 19-25 do not clearly claim the steps performed by the claimed method. 

Claim 1 at line 9 and claim 8 at line 10 "the three-dimensional graphics circuit 
module" lacks antecedent basis In the claim. 

Claims 1 and 8 both at line 16 claim "a three-dimensional graphics circuit 
module", thus, the claim is unclear if the previously claimed "three-dimensional graphics 
circuit module" is meant to be referred to or if a new " three-dimensional graphics circuit 
module" is meant to be claimed. 

Claim 15: 

Processing at lines 15-17 claims two-dimensional scene graph object commands 
while the remainder of the claim does not claim two-dimensional scene graph object 
commands. Due to alternative language at lines 16 and 17 two-dimensional scene 
graph object command may NOT be processed which then causes a corresponding 
portion of claim at lines 18-28 not to have commands available to process from the 
application programming interface, thus, lines 18-28 do not clearly claim the steps 
performed by the claimed method. Additionally the alternative language includes having

both commands processed which then causes two-dimensional scene graph object 
commands to be available but not used, thus, lines 18-28 do not clearly claim the steps 
performed by the claimed method. 

7. A proper prior art analysis of the claims cannot be made because the metes and 
bounds of the claims are not definite and because the specification does not support the 
claims. Thus, a prior art rejection or an indication of allowability cannot be made with 
the currently pending claims. In re Steele, 305 F.2d 859,134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962) 
(it is improper to rely on speculative assumptions regarding the meaning of a claim and 
then base a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 on these assumptions).
